If the mood of America is ‘“‘pas- 
sive, complacent, even apathetic,” 
who, and what, is responsible? - 

| Our most emi- 
nent historians 
believe the Presi- 
dent must be 
charged with it. 
Responding to 
questions at a 
recent meeting of 
the American His- 
torical Associa- 
tion, the histor- 
F ians announced 

a preference for 
a strong chief executive. 


History bears them out. Those 
presidents who wear the label of 
greatness have all been men of 
that qualification. Professor Allan 
Nevins said that even though one 
routinely assumed that any presi- 
dent of the United States would 
be a man of integrity and political 
sagacity this was not enough. 


“The cardinal quality to be de- 
manded,”’ he said, “is the quality 
of imaginative leadership.’”’” A 
good president, he continued, in- 
stinctively has “constructive vis- 
ion” and, equally important, ‘‘the 
capacity to convey this vision to 
his fellow citizens.” 


Kennan, former am- 
Moscow, and whose 
policy of “containment of com- 
munism,”’ was one adopted 
both the Truman and Eisenhower 
administrations, was 
critic of President Eisenhower. 

“A good president,” he said, 
“should cause the people to ponder 
American society .. .”” and “must 
exercise leadership, playirig an ac- 
tive and personal role.””

Nation’s Concept 


One of the nation’s widely held 
concepts of the presidency is that 
the president should have as his 
chief aim the maintenance of na- 
tional unity “‘at any cost.’ 


Historian Arthur Schlesinger Jr. 
declared this to be a dangerous 
fallacy. 


Any program, he said, would 
arouse opposition. Some of this 
would be bitter and the Congress 
would be subjected to pressures. 
If was pointed out that all the 
strong presidents, notably Teddy 
Roosevelt, Woodrow Wilson, and 
Franklin Roosevelt, had boldly ad- 
vanced and supported programs 
which created necessary disunity 
and great forces of bitterness 
which persist to this day. And, in 
earlier years, both Jefferson and 
Jackson carried out projects of 
superior vision necessitating great 
change. 


Jefferson’s program was so di- 
visive it created the 
system. Jackson's policy elimi- 
nated the national bank, extensive- 
ly reformed the federal adminis- 
trative system, and created such 
bitterness that duels were fought, 
and he himself suffered calumny 
and slander of a virulence re- 
served for strong presidents.

During each of the 
strong administrations there was a 
rebirth of idealism, spiritual val- 
ues and a feeling of identity with 
the nation and its ideals.

Nevil Shute. 
Top British 
Writer, Dies 


MELBOURNE, Australia (AP) 
—British novelist Nevii Shute died 
of a stroke Tuesday in Melbourne, 
the city he pictured in “On the 
Beach” as a scene in mankind's 
final destruction from cobalt ra- 
diation of World War III. He was 
60. 


Shute had suffered a series of | 
heart attacks. These caused him 
to give up yachting, motor rac- | 
ing and flying even while he went | 
61. quietly writing best sellers and 
looking after the livestock on his 
farm overlooking the sea. 


The author, whose real name 
was Nevil Shute Norway, was 
stricken on the farm, at Lang- 
warring, at 1:30 p. m. Rushed the 
29 miles to Melbourne, he lapsed 
into a coma at the hospital and 
died at 8:30 p. m. 


WORLD PREMIERE 


His death came less than a 
month after the simultaneous’ 
world premiere in more than a. 
dozen cities of the film version of | 
‘On the Beach,”’ his most suc- | 
cessful work. | 

Most of his novels, from ‘‘Mer-| 
azan” in 1926 to “On the Beach,” | 
published in 1957, were keyed ei- 
ther to events of the day or 
to fictional forecasts concerning 
some grim, catastrophic day in 
the future. Among his others, 
“The Far Country” also was 
made into a movie. 


BEGAN IN 1926 


Shute was an aeronautical engi- 
neer who turned to writing in 1926. 

He became one of the world’s 
most financially successful au-| 
thors, earning more than $180,000 | 
a year from royalties. He said he | 
moved to Australia in 1950 be- 
cause of his dislike for Britain's 
high income tax rates. 


In 1940, as a 41-vear-old lieuten- | 
ant in the British Navy, he turned | 
out his first best seller, ‘‘Land- | 
fall.” 

Since the war he has been Brit- 
ain’s best-selling author. His pub- 
lishers, Heinemanns, automatical- 
ly printed 150,000 copies of every 
book he wrote.

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There’s More Hope 
For Mentally Sick — 


All Georgians who have been con- 
cerned with and affected by the prob- 
lems of mental health will be immensely 
grateful that the Vandiver administra- 
tion and the General Assembly are mov- 
ing so positively into one of the most 
neglected areas of governmental respon- 
sibility. 

The program outlined by the governor 
in his State-of-the-State address Mon- 
day provides a base for a vigorous attack 
on the immediate problem and looks to- 
ward long-range accomplishments which 
would place Georgia among national lead- 
ers in the field. Certainly there is no area 
in state affairs in more pressing need of 
attention. 

Gov. Vandiver is to be congratulated 

for taking the leadership in seeking to find 
better solutions than the old practice of 
simply sweeping the problem under the 
rug. Merely constructing buildings to keep 
people in confinement at a minimum cost 
to*the state has made Milledgeville one 
of the largest institutions of its kind in 
the world, a human warehouse of wasted 
and neglected humanity. 
_ We are grateful to the General As- 
sembly and to its individual members for 
making the personal effort to inform 
themselves about the extent of the prob- 
lem and for accepting the fact that it is 
largely medical. And the State Health 
Dept. eagerly has grasped one of the 
greatest challenges in its history. 

The program proposed by the gover- 
nor calls for additional expenditures of 
$14,106,000, including $12,210,000 in new 
buildings. It is more than significant that 
much of the new construction will be for 
treatment facilities, which should relieve 
the necessity in the future for more hu- 
man warehouse space. 


Construction of a $2,750,000 intensive 
treatment center in the Atlanta area, for 
instance, should mark the beginning of an 
effective program in the state’s most 
heavily populated area which can be 
coordinated with psychiatric education 
and public information. 

Provisions for hiring more psychia- 
trists and trained attendants begins to 
get at the heart of the whole long-range 
problem. 

There are, of course, many adminis- 
trative problems to be overcome such as 
improved commitment methods, finan- 
cial responsibility for senile patients, clas- 
sification of inmates, etc., which will 
come in time. 


As the program unfolds and is put in- 
to operation, all Georgians should be 
proud that at last steps are being taken to 
correct a situation which shames us all.

Take Sensible Stand 


The Georgia County Commissioners 
Assn. deserves commendation for recog- 
nizing the undesirable effect of the gaso- 
line tax and car tag allocation and for 
supporting the compromise suggestion to 
change it. Actually the counties would 
lose nothing under such a compromise 
but would be assured that all motor fuel 
taxes would be used for highway pur- 
poses. 


The commissioners know that under 
the present allocation situation that gen- 
eral appropriations bills annually are im- 
possible without tax increases. Diversion 
of motor fuel taxes and car tag revenue 
has become a common practice while the 
General Assembly has been forced to 
abrogate much of its authority over con- 
trol of funds to the governor. 


The compromise proposed by Gov.

Glynn Judge Cites Flaws 
In Griffin’s Rural Roads 


Superior Court Judge Douglas F. 
Thomas, in his charge to the Glynn Coun- 
ty Grand Jury, underscored one of the 
fallacies of the Griffin administration's 
costly rural roads program. 

Some of the roads were badly built, 
he observed. Furthermore he made the 
pertinent point that although such roads 
won't last more than 10 years the people 
will be paying for them for 30 years. 

“His appraisal is appropriate but con- 
servative. 

A good many of those roads that the 
former governer thumped his chest so 
mightily about already have deteriorated 
badly. They were slapped down in a 
hurry in a 100-million-dollar program 
that provided no realistic means for main- 
tenance. It was one of the most expen- 
sive examples of waste on the part of 
the Griffin administration and one of 
which he and his cronies are most proud. 

Adequate farm-to-market roads are, 
of course, essential to Georgia’s progress. 
But they should be built well and on the 
basis of need rather than political expe- 
diency and under sound fiscal practices 
with a workable method of providing 
maintenance. 

The authority bonding program pro- 
posed by the present administration con- 
centrates on schools, buildings to house 
the mentally ill, prisons, etc. These struc- 
turés will serve their intended purposes 
for many years to come, long after the 
bonded indebtedness has been paid. 

Not so, though, with the Griffin rural 
roads program—a more apt term for 
which would be “Griffin’s Folly.”

Recalls Wilson’s Plight 


Former President Truman has sug- 
gested that President Eisenhower take 
Democratic leaders with him to the sum- 
mit meeting. 

This recalls, of course, the angry de- 
mands of the Republicans that President 
Woodrow Wilson take leading GOP sena- 
tors to the peace conference. He did take 
a Republican. But Henry White, an able 
negotiator, was not regarded by the Sen- 
ate members as having the necessary 
stature. A lot of politics and more of hu- 
man vanity were in the Republican de- 
mands. 

Wilson felt that if he were surrounded 
by two rival groups of senators he would 
have no chance at all. He was right. As 
it was, partisanship wrecked Wilson. 

Today we have a history of bipartisan- 
ship. But it is not assured. And in a po- 
litical year the likelihood of its cracking 
apart and becoming partisan would be 
very real. 

On the surface the Truman sugges- 
tion sounds reasonable. But we think it 
should be adopted, if at all, only after 
careful examination of all the factors.

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Strengthening of United Nations Termed 
Best Way To Reduce Risk of Nuclear War 


New York, N.Y.—President Ei- 
senhower has greeted the New 
Year by ending the moratorium 
on tests of nuclear weapons. He 
promises, however, to give ad- 
vance notice of any new experi- 
ment and his many services to 
peace justify hope that his an- 
nouncement is intended primarily 
as a warning to Moscow and a 
stimulus to more fruitful discus- 
sion at Geneva. 


What concerns me is the in- 
creasing evidence given by this 
episode and some of the discus- 
sion of scientists at their Western 
winter meeting at Pasadena that 
it will be practically impossible 
to devise such completely “‘fool- 
proof’ controls through in- 
spection as most of the military, 
some scientists of the Teller 
school of thought and some sen- 
ators will demand. If such a sys- 
tem can’t be worked out for 
tests, certainly it can’t be worked 
out for a general disarmament 
agreement. If fluclear explosions 
of great power can be concealed, 
as Dr. Harold Brown says, in a 
large enough artificial cavern, 
how much easier it will be to con- 
ceal stockpiles of existing wea- 
pons. 

We must face the fact that we 
are confronted with a balance of 
risks. No conceivable strengthen- 
ing of international authority 
through the United Nations, in 
control of any practicable system 
of inspection, can of itself pre- 
vent an evil government from <g- 
gression with weapons which it 
had concealed. But proper 
strengthening of the United Na- 
tions and the establishment of 
reasonable controls and systems 
of inspection can enormously re- 
duce that risk. These institutional 
provisions, supported by the gen- 
eral concern for peace which had 
brought them into being, would 
leave us confronted with a risk 
incomparably less than the risks 


inherent in indefinitely continuing 
the cold war. '

Study on Finances Gives 
Legislature Valuable Tool 


The most recent report of Gov. Vandiver’s governmental study 
and reorganization commission deals with state finances. It should 
be a textbook in every high school of the state as a source of de- 
tailed information on how taxpayers’ money is handled. 


Now out of business and 
awaiting action on its various rec- 
ommendations, the commission 
turned out a thick but interest- 
ing book describing exactly who 
makes the spending decisions, 
where the money comes from, 
how it is allocated, who does the 
buying and under what legal au- 
thority transactions take place. 

Out of the mass of state agen- 
cies and semi-independent author- 
ities, the commission has drawn 
a neat and understandable pic- 
‘lure. From a technical point of 
view, its graphs and charts ac- 
complish the objective telling a 


complex story simply and to the 


point. 

There is no editorial slant in the 
report. It is coldly impartial. It 
lets the facts speak. 

Even to nonexperts in the field 
of governmental finance the facts 
point to obvious conclusions. -One 
of these is that too many bureaus 
and agencies operate in afmost 
total independence of higher au- 
thority. They run pretty much as 
‘they please. Another is that Geor- 
gia’s fiscal planning is the height 
of informality. Numerous - reports 


are demanded of operating de- 


partments but they are either 


overly detailed and impractical or 


they are just ignored. Budget 


planning is based on the previous 


quarter plus guess and on what 
the bureau head thinks he can pry 
from the governor’s massive con- 
tingent fund during the coming 
fiscal quarter. 


The report does a service in 
organizing a list of Georgia’s 
many new authority type agen- 
cies, agencies that operate ports, 
build schools, run toll bridges, 
construct university dormitories. 


The original purpose of the au- 
thorities was to permit the state 
to go into debt without violating 
constitutional provisions against 
direct bonding or overdrafts.

To Our Survival

I speak with college-age people the more proud I become of this 
nation’s great educational heritage. These young people seem to me 
to be a great deal smarter than we were when we left our homes 


to go to school. 
Perhaps they aren't but I have 


the strong impression that they 
are more serious. in their desire 
to learn, are better motivated and 
are better prepared to gain what- 
ever their college instructors have 
to offer. I may be wrong and I 
may have talked only with a group 
of especially fine young people. 
But those who set out to sell our 
schools short are going to have 
to bring up their biggest guns to 
batter down my defense. 

I know that it has become cus- 
tomary in these post-sputnik days 
for Americans to deride the 
schools and the academic _admin- 
istrators and to berate the in- 
structors. The schools have al- 
ways been fair game for such 
criticism. Yet there are two things 
we ought always to remember. 

First, the expanding population 
within our nation has heavily 
taxed our citizens and the schools 
themselves. We have not been 
able to keep up with the demands 
being made upon our schools. This 
will continue for many years to 
come. We shall be called upon 
to pay more and more of our 
money in taxes and in tuitions. 
Any alternative suggests an even- 
tuality which is too terrible even 
to contemplate. Nothing would be 
so damaging to our national life 
as the possibility of not being 
able to offer to our youngsters

an adequate educational opportun- 
ity. 

Second, this criticism of our 
schools comes primarily, it seems 
to me, from the educators them- 
selves. When in our neighbor- 
hoods the subject of our schools 
is brought up, almost invariably 
the ideas and criticisms of Dr. 
Conant or the president of this or 
that college or the principal of 
such and such a school are re- 
peated. 

This willingness of educators to 
criticize themselves and their 
profession is a healthy thing and 
ought never to be discouraged. 
As long as our educators are dis- 
satisfied we may confidently look 
forward to wonderful changes and 
wholesome improvements. 

In the meantime, I think none 
of us have a real basis for a whole- 
sale condemning of our schools. 
We ought to be mighty proud of 
them and we ought vigorously and 
courageously to defend them. 
When I write in this way I am 
thinking both as a pastor and as 
a father whose children have been 
benefited by our schools in im- 
measurable ways. 

To put what I have said bluntly, 
I believe that our families, our 
religious lives and our national 
survival are more dependent upon 
great schools than upon anticom- 
munism defenses, far-ranging mis- 
siles or space exploration. 


Only Soviets Gain 
By Anti-Semitism 


WASHINGTON—There is every reason to 
condemn unreservedly the revolting wave of 
anti-Semitism which has burst out in Western 


Germany and as if by chain reaction has now spread to a dozen 
other cities in Europe, the British Commonwealth and the United 


States. 

There is not an honest thing to 
be said which can justify or con- 
done or even extenuate this anti- 
Jewish outburst, this perpetration 
of man’s indignity to his fellow 
man. 

But condemnation needs to be 
directed with careful precision at 
the participants and procurers of 
these offensive crimes and not at 
the millions of West German peo- 
‘ple who are either indifferent to 
or want no return of anti-Semi- 
tism and who, for a decade now, 
have been supporting a worthy 
democratic government deserving 
respect. 

There should be no minimizing 
the degree or the misbegotten 
quality of anti-Semitism which 
has long scarred the split person- 
ality of the German people. 


What I am urging is that we 


be sure that antipathy to this out- 
burst of anti-Semitism does not 
become antipathy to the .German 
people or antipathy to West Ger- 
many's postwar democracy:

We also need to be careful that 
we do not exaggerate the current 
anti-Jewish outburst—or be too 
smug about it. There is a degree 
of juvenile hooliganism in many 
of the incidents. We know what 
that is like in the United States. 
And we are not ourselves im- 
mune, we are not ourselves with- 
out the sin of racial prejudice. 

Let it ‘be noted that the Bonn 
government of Chancellor Aden- 
‘auer and the West Berlin, govern- 
ment of Mayor Willy Brandt‘are . 
taking as stern, if not sterner,’ 
measures against these deprada- |

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Therapist Gives Patient” 


A Chance to Express Selt

Many people feel that the occu- 
pational therapist’s function is 
to give the patient something to 
do “to occupy his mind and to 
keep his mind off his troubles.” 
This is not true. 


Many patients with mental ill- 
ness are unable to relate to peo- 
ple directly. But they are able 
to work on some craft or par- 
ticipate in some activity with 
someone. The occupational ther- 
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apist determines the particular 
activity, craft, or project which 
the individual patient would like 
and which would best help him 
to express or deal with his feel- 
ings. 


She may give an extremely 
withdrawn patient some clay to 
mold or some form of carpentry 
to do. The patient may be so 
uncommunicative the occupation- 
al therapist cannot find out what 
he would like to do. So the pa- 
tient may just stand around and 
watch until he shows some in- 
clination toward a particular 
activity. 

While he works he may be 
completely ufresponsive to people 
around him. Days may pass 
without a single word being ex- 
changed, but he has become ac- 
customed to the presence of the 
occupational therapist and a re- 
lationship is forming. Finally he 
may say something to her. Hav- 
ing developed one close rela- 
tionship and having discovered 
that he will not be hurt or re- 
jected, he begins communicating 
with another staff-member or 
patient. 


CONTACTS INCREASE 


Slowly, with support, he can 
relate to more and more people. 
This transformation does not take 
place overnight; it usually takes 
weeks or maybe months. The re- 
lationship between the occupa- 
tional therapist and the patient 
is all-important; the material or 
activity is secondary. 


Overactive patients are given 
projects requiring a lot of repet- 
itive movement and physical ac- 
tion. Doing the same thing over 
and over again gives the patient 
a feeling of control. He knows 
exactly what he is going to do 
each time. The big movements 
give the patient constructive out- 
lets for his feelings, and yet keep 
him from being overwhelmed by 
them. Weaving on a large loom, 
painting large surfaces, or lacing 
leather are especially useful for 
these patients. 


Occupational therapy, in addi- 
tion to helping the patient relate 
to others and express feelings, 
gives the patient a sense of ac- 
complishment, thus raising his 
self-esteem. Frequently, many of 
the finished articles and art work 
are exhibited. 


Many patients develop new 
skills or revive unused talents, 
becoming quite proficient. The 
therapeutic value resulting from 
the development of these talents 
is obvious. 

LEARN NEW SKILLS 
Sometimes one of the contrib- 
uting factors to a patient’s illness 


is his lack of skills to fill his role 
in life. For example, a woman 
may never have learned to cook. 
Being able to cook is considered 
an important part of a woman's 
role. So cooking classes in occu- 
pational therapy are prescribed 
for her. 


Because of David Jackson’s re- 


belliousness, Miss Wood, the oc- 
cupational therapist, did not at 
first select or suggest an activity 
for him. Rather, she encouraged 
him to do whatever he liked. For 
several days he wandered from 
one thing to another — leather 
work, hammering, drawing and 
wookworking. 


Miss Wood noticed that David 
was quite good with his hands 
and had real ability in woodwork- 
ing. However, the knickknacks he 
made were poorly designed and 
lacked any ultimate purpose. 


One day in ward meeting some- 
one pointed out the need for a 
bookcase on the ward. Some new 
books had been purchased, byt 
there was no place to store them 
which would be accessible to the 
patients. Miss Wood suggested 
that perhaps someone could make 
it in occupational therapy. Several 
people could work on it. 


After the idea was unanimously 
approved, Miss Wood asked David 
if he would organize and direct 
the group. David hesitated, but 
then decided he would like to. 
Here again David's energy and 
leadership ability was given a 
constructive outlet. About a week 
later, when the bookcase was in- 
stalled in the living room, David 
beamed with pride. 


A TYPICAL DAY 


An illustration of what a typi- 
cal day would be like on a psy- 
chiatric ward will further amplify 
how the staff works as a team. 


A ward is a small society and, 
as in all societies, there must be 
some regulation and order. To fa- 
cilitate group living, a fairly set 
routine is established. By having 
rules, patients learn to control 
their behavior for the benefit of 
the group. The daily routine of 
family life teaches a child the 
same type of control. Routines 
give both a child and a patient 
feelings of security and comfort. 


The day starts about 7:30 or 
8 a.m. A nurse awakens patients 
just as a mother would. However, 
getting up is not always easy. 
Some patients do not want to get 
up, because facing the problems 
of another day is more than they 
feel they can bear. 


The nurse could force them to 
get up, but the patient would 
only become angry and resentful. 
A whole day would be spent deal- 
ing with anger. So the nurse de- 
vises techniques which will pre- 
vent a fight. She may discuss 
exciting activities which are 
planned for later, or she may see 
that soft music is turned on. 
Sometimes mentioning an espe- 
cially delicious breakfast menu 
helps. Mothers use these same 
techniques with their children. 

Patients wear their own clothes 
on the ward and are encouraged 
to choose what they would like 
to wear. 


ACTIVITIES VARY 


Usually during the morning, 
activities of some kind are 
planned, such as walks, card 
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games, basketball or tennis. 
patients may prefer to 
paint, work on occupational ther- 
apy projects, or just talk. All 
these activities are done with 
someone, Patients may have oc- 
cupational therapy either in the 
morning or the afternoon, or both. 


Physicians’ visits and psycho- 
therapeutic sessions are sched- 
uled some time during the day, 
usually during the afternoon. Then 
during the evening patients may 
either plan their own activities or 
recreation may be planned for 
them, Some may watch television 
or sew, knit or read. 


Going to bed is another time 
which may be troublesome. The 
patient may be afraid of the dark 
or afraid of being alone. A nurse 
may use some motherly tech- 
nique such as walking with the 
patient to his room and perhaps 
talking with him for a few min- 
utes. 
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Throughout this discussion the 
techniques used and the relation- 
ships developed have been com- 
pared to activities and relation- 
ships within a family and partic- 
ularly between a mother and a 
child. It may sound as if patients 
are treated like children. But this 
is not the case. Each individual 
patient is treated on the level at 
which he is functioning. 


INDEPENDENCE IS AIM 


When someone is sick he must 
be dependent on others. The more 
severe the illness, the more de- 
pendent he becomes. He needs 
and wants someone to help him 
and take care of him. This help- 
less feeling facilitates a mother- 
child relationship. 


If the patient is in an extremely 
dependent state, whoever is car- 
ing for him must be active and 
do everything for him. In fact, 
it is necessary to become de- 
pendent in order to get well. As 
more things 
active. As patients grow up emo- 
tionally, they are expected and 
encouraged to do more for them- 
selyes and to be more inde- 
pendent. The aim is emotional 
maturity.

On Apportionment 


Brooks Fights for Life of Bill 


Now in Hands of House Panel 


By RICHARD ASHWORTH 
Rep. Wilson Brooks said Tuesday he will ask the 
House State of Republic Committee to hold a public 
hearing on his proposal to set up a study commission 
on reapportionment of the Legislature. 


The Fulton County legislator's 
move apparently will be aimed at 
keeping the measure from being 
pigeon-holed by the committee. 


Brooks’ bill was getting support 
from big-county legislators who 
- might gain in representation un- 
der it and from some representa- 
tives of medium-sized counties 
who are county unit system sup- 
_ porters. 


One portion of the resolution, 
however, aroused opposition of 
committee members. This is a 
section which specifically names 
the 15 members of the study com- 
mission which would look into the 
apportionment question after the 
1960 census is completed. 


Committee Chairman J. Roy 
McCracken of Jefferson, referring 
to that provision, said, ‘‘I wouldn't 
be in favor of that. If the commit- 
tee is going to be set up, it ought 
to provide for so many members 
of the House and Senate and so 
many from the public rather than 
tying down the names in the reso- 
lution.” 


McCracken said the committee 
would have its first meeting at 9 
a.m. Wednesday. The chairman 
pointed out that ‘‘quite a number 
of administration bills were re- 
ferred to us.” 


“We'll try to act on the gover- 
nor’s bills first to get his pro- 
gram rolling,” he added. ‘Then 
we'll try ot act on the other bills.” 


A sampling of members of the 
committee, which usually is used 
to “deep freeze” unwanted legis- 
lation, showed some committee 
members saying they didn’t think 
a study would hurt, while others 
said they were flatly opposed to 
any change in apportionment. 


Among the latter were Rep. D. 
B. Blalock of Coweta County, Rep. 
Edgar Blalock of Clayton County 
and Rep. Tom Palmer of Mitchell 
County. 


“T'd be against that,”’ Coweta 
Rep. Blalock said of reapportion- 
ment. Blalock said he might not 
be opposed to a mere study of 
the need, but he reiterated, “I 
don’t think it (the county unit 
system) should be modified at 
this time. 

SEES DANGER 


Rep. Palmer declared that the 
“dangers inherent in reapportion- 
ment in the State of Georgia are 
so awesome that until the areas: 
so affected can demonstrate their 
ability to conduct their own af- 
fairs in a manner which reflects 
the feeling of the rest of the 
state, I am unalterably opposed 
to reapportionment.” 


Palmer prophesied that Geor- 
gia would go “downhill” if the 
unit system is ever abolished. 


Clayton Rep. Blalock, who rep- 
resents one of the four-unit coun- 
ties which might gain under the 
study, declared, “I don’t want to 
see the General Assembly reap- 
portioned at this time.” 


The resolution is aimed at get- 
ting more representation for pop- 
ulous counties. 


Citing the present system of 
representation in the U. S. 
Senate and the prevalence of po- 
litical machines in states where 
there is no unit system, Blalock 
said Georgia is still principally 
agricultural and all areas should 
have ample representation. 


Raab Vatican Aid 


VIENNA (UPI) — Austrian 
Chancellor Julius Raab said his 
government was willing to give 
$4 million yearly in. sub- 
sidies to the Roman Catholic 
Church under any new concordant 
with the Vatican.

One large-county member of 
the committee, Rep. Robert L. 
Scoggin of Floyd County, suggest- 
ed that any bill having to do with 
reapportionment ‘“‘will have to 
originate other than in Fulton 
County” before it will have a 
chance to get past the House. 


A long-time county unit sup- 


porter, Scoggin acknowledged 
that some reapportionment should 


be made “in the next decade,” 
_ but not without thorough study of 


the 1960 census report. 
BETTER CHANCE 


Chatham County Rep. Frank 
Cheatham said the measure would 
have a better chance of passing 
next session when results of the 
census have been issued. A fel- 
low Chatham legislator, Edward 
Brennan, said he favors the 
study. 


Muscogee legislators Howell 
Hollis and Mac Pickard also sup- 
port the basic idea of the resolu- 
tion. Pickard said the study is 
“past due,”’ although he is not 
an advocate of changing the 
county unit system. 


Cobb Rep. Harold Willingham 
said “‘some modification is prob- 
ably in order, based on the 1960 
census.” 


Bibb County Reps. Andrew Mc- 
Kenna, J. Taylor Phillips and 
Richard Thornton, all of whom 
oppose the present form of the 
unit system, said they favor the 
apportionment study. 


AGAINST CHANGE 


Richmond County Rep. C. W. 
Edwards Sr. said he, although a 
big-county representative, is “‘still 
in favor of the county unit sys- 
tem” and that he does not see 
“where we need any change in 
it right now.” 


DeKalb Rep. James A. Mackay 
pointed out that his delegation last 
year addressed an open letter to 
House members, the governor, 
and members of Congress show- 
ing population changes and 
saying a study commission should 
be appointed. 


Spalding County Rep. Quimby 
Melton, a unit system supporter, 
said that while he thinks some 
modification of the unit system 
should be made, it should not 
be done “at the expense of any 
other delegations.” 


“I have said all along that we 
have got to have some adjust- 
ment. If we don’t have some 
adjustments to the county unit 
system, it’s going to be knocked 
out,’”’ Melton said.

Payroll Tax 


Planned in 


U.S. Pattern 


The income tax withholding bill 
to be introduced by the Vandiver 
administration Wednesday has 
been drawn to make the collec- 
tion task by employers as simple 
as possible. 


Definitions and procedures used 
in withholding of federal income 
taxes were largely adopted for 
the Georgia bill. 


In addition, the bill, within lim- 
its, allows employers to develop 
their own factors for converting 
amounts withheld for the U.S. to 
amounts withheld for Georgia. 


THREE METHODS 


The bill authorizes employers to 
use one of three other methods as 
well: 


1, Withholding based on percent- 
ages of income. 


2. Withholding according to 
tables. 


3. Other plans worked out by the 
employer and approved by the 
revenue commissioner. 


The bill makes no provision for 
paying employers a fee for collect- 
ing the tax. 


The Revenue department esti- 
mates that if employers were 
given a 3 per cent fee—as they 
are for sales taxes—the net in- 
crease in state revenues which 
would result from withholding 
would be cut down from an esti- 
mated $2.5 million to only $1.5 
million. 


Under the proposed bill, no in- 
come would be withheld from non- 
residents working in the state for 
less than 23 days. 
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cause they were not legally adopt- 
ed «by the Reconstruction Con- 
gress. 


SECOND OF KIND 


The Legislature on Feb. 14, 1956, 
also adopted a strongly worded in- 
terposition resolution in which it 
declared that the U.S. Supreme 
Court’s school desegregation rul- 
ings are “null and void and of no 
effect.” 


That resolution also declared 
the high court overstepped its 
constitutional authority in school 
cases in violation of the Tenth 
Amendment that reserves to the 
states all powers not specifically 
prohibited to them nor delegated 
to the federal government. 


The new resolution does not 
mention integration, but refers 
only to encroachment on states’ 
rights. It would have the Gen- 
eral Assembly declare that the 
powers of the federal government 
are “limited by the terms of the 
Constitution.” 


Failure of the state to ‘‘empha- 
size her clearly reserved powers 
could be construed as tacit con- 
sent and acquiescence,” the reso- 
lution asserts. This could lead to 
“surrender of all powers reserved 
to the states and inevitably to the 
obliteration and destruction of the 
sovereignty of the states,” the 
resolution adds. 


CALLED INTERPOSITION 


Veteran lawyer-members of the 
House Tuesday took a glance at 
the resolution and said, “That's 
interposition.” 


Gov. Vandiver told his morning 
news conference that he had not 
seen the resolution and knew noth- 
ing about it. 


The resolution declares Georgia 
will take appropriate steps to re- 
sist illegal encroachment upon her 
sovereign power, and urges sister 
states to join Georgia in the fight. 

The measure was sent to the

Finally, there is a very strong 
practical argument in favor of the 
bill: ““‘The governor wants it.”’ 


If the governor wants to get 
tough on the bill, there is a lot 
of pressure he can apply, par- 
ticularly with ‘a- 134-million-dollar 
expansion program to provide 
arguments.

_ Around the press table in the Legislature the other day some 
of us became sort of self-appointed meters, checking off methodi- 
cally every time the members of the General Assembly responded 
to something the Governor said with a round of hand clapping. 


~~ Those following his speech on the long printed copies, which 
his aides gave out shortly before he began, wrote in the margin, 
“Applause!”’ and sometimes underscored it and added “‘Cheers.” 
This happened only when segregation and the new coliseum at the 
University of Georgia were mentioned. Other times it was rather 
perfunctory, not impassioned, applause. 


Once during the speech there was a light and isolated splatter 
of applause, somewhere off to the left of the chamber and we noted 
it thus: ‘New bidg. dept. archives.” 


Such a project—$300,000 for a new building to house the state’s 
historic records—isn’t likely to set off any fireworks, either of 
ee en History, like pure drinking water and 

Southern womanhood, is securely entrenched in the affections of 
nearly everybody. When the appropriation comes up for approval 
it will probably pass unanimously. 


That’s all to the good, of course, and I’m sure Mrs. Mary 
Givens Bryan, the director, and all the history minded workers 
in the Department of Archives and History are happy. But in a 
way it’s too bad that the gentlemen of the General Assembly 
don’t battle a bit over the new building. If a good squabble de- 
veloped it might remind all of us who don’t get out to the old 
stone house at Rhodes Center more than once every two or three 
years that it is there and the repository of rich and valuable and 
fascinating state assets. 


I remember at the last session when the bill to authorize the 
new building was up, one of the best selling points was that the 
rare, fabulously valuable signatures of Button Gwinnett, signer of 
the Declaration of Independence, were in danger. Collectors pay 
thousands of dollars for the signature of Gwinnett and yet the 
State of Georgia, which owns a couple, keeps them in an old house 
which could be levelled by fire in the twinkling of an eye. 


It was an impressive argument and it may have carried weight 
with some legislator who wasn’t interested in history for its own 
sake. But of all the things that are of interest and value to 
scholars the signature of one man probably rates low on the list. 

sO 


Problems have a way of seeming unprecedented—but the prece- 
dent is usually there, if we just look for it. Ideas and feelings are 
the same. Somebody has thought this out ahead of us, felt this 
way before. 


For instance, I was leafing through an old book the other day 
and came upon an observation made by The Constitution poet- 
columnist, Frank L. Stanton, back when the Scopes monkey trial 
in Dayton, Tenn., created commotion in the South on a par with 
today’s segregation disputes. 


“Ain't worried—not a little,” wrote the poet, “‘ "Bout the evolu- 


tion plan, Ef the man made the monkey or the monkey made the 
man.” 


He went on to state the problem which was current then and 
current now: 


“This life’s a cross-word puzzle 
From flowerin’ spring to fall, 

An’ long before you’ve solved it, 
It’s ‘Goodbye to you all!’ 

It’s just a world o’ problems, 

And the best that I can do 

Is thank the Lord I’m livin’ 

With a chance for pullin’ through.”

NBC-TV has been wanting to 
dump the fights for a long time. 
This time I think they will count 
them out, risking a row with 
Gillette, one of the big spenders 
in TV. 


Looking back over the past 
several years, we find that the 
fight racket, which has not been 
able to shake its association 
with the underworld, hasn't 
been too kind to the television 
fans. 


Most of the big matches have 
been sold to big-screen theater 
television, and fans have had to 
pay $5 a ticket to see the cham- 
pionship encounters. At the 
same time the fans at home 
have had to endure some rather 
uninspired displays by club 
fighters and punchy veterans of 
the television fight arena who 
work for the minimum pay. 


On Friday night, Jan. 22, 
Sugar Ray Robinson will make 
his first ring appearance in 22 
months when he meets Paul 
Pender in a scheduled 15-round 
dispute. Robinson's last fight 
was in March, 1958, when he 
won a split decision over Car- 
men Basilio to regain the mid- 
dieweight crown for the fifth 
time. 


Robinson has not appeared in 
the ring for the same reason 
that the Friday Night Fights 
have become so uninteresting. 
There are no good young fight- 
ers in the game. The punks and

Although it showed the stocks 
of feed grains up 6 per cent from 
a year ago, a few brokers de- 
scribed the figures as slightly 
bullish since nearly all the in- 
crease was in corn. The corn 
stocks amounted to about 400 mil- 
lion bushels more than on the 
same date a year ago. The only 
other increase was in grain sorg- 
hum, up less than a million bush- 
els.
